Fuller News of the Disaster Does Not 


Improve HI alters 


London, April 3—Fuller news of the 


disaster in the neighborhood of Sannas 
does not tend to improve matters from 
the British point of view. 


It is impossible to accurately portray 


the present situation, or forei ell the ul- 
timate issue of Lord Roberts' attenrot 
to relieve the defeat. 


Lord Roberts cables 
Monday: 


"There were many conspicuous acts 


of gallanry during th& day. Q battery 
remained in action .under a cross fire 
at 1200 yards for some hours, the offic- 
ers serving1 the guns as the casualties 
reduced the detachments.

Effect Will Be Great on Moral Side for 


Boers 


London, April 3.—The effect of the 


Boer's bold stroke of Saturday, by which 
Colonel Broadwood's outpost at Tha- 
banchu was driven !n to within 20 miles 
of Lord Roberts' B!oemfor.te!n head- 
quarters and there ambuscaded with a 
resultant loss of seven pieces of artillery 
and 350 men, ol -wnorp. 200 are prisoners 
will probably be greater In its indirect 
and moral side than in the direct and 
physical advantage gained. The more 
important aspect of >*«> affair in a large 
military sense is the very fact that the 
Boers have recovered their morale and 
are able to operate in considerable force 
and with surprising dash and skill al- 
most under Lord Roberts' nose and in 
the presence ot tremendously superior 
force. 


The disaster is regarded as a direct re- 


sult of the inability of General French 
to cut off the commando of Genera! 
Olhper and the other commandoes when 
escaping from the Orange river. 


Lord Roberts' own dispatch, dated two 


hours later than Thr Chronicle's, says 
nothing about the guns being recaptured. 
The story, therefore, looks doubtful. 


Viewing Saturday's actions as a single 


action, the reports at hand lea^e much 
to be explained. Broadwood, at Tha- 
banchu, 38 miles east of Bloemfontein, 
found himself so menaced on Friday that 
he made a night march of 17 miles back 
to the Bloemfontein svaterworks, where 
he camped. The Boers pursued, and at 
dawn Saturday opened on him with ar- 
tillery. At this point he sent off his 
funs and bag-gage under cover of his 
cavalry, a most surprising move, since 
the province of his horse batteries would 
eeem to be to cover the retreat. 


British Scotittnir 
Criminally 


The guns aim ui.n tscort were am- 


bushed at a ford across a tributary of 
the upper Modder by Boers who must 
have slipped past Broadwood's column 
under cover of night. Again the British 
scouting seems to have been almost 
criminally superficial and 
ineffective. 


Lord Roberts says the scouts actually 
rode across the drift without discover- 
ing the Boers in their concealment, and 
that the guns and wagons were entering 
the drift when the Boers opened fire. 
This detachment was practically wiped 
out, but the others escaped by another 
ford.

The Bloemfontein correspondent of 


The Daily Chronicle, telegraphing Sun- 
day, and describing the loss of the con- 
voy, says: 


The Boers opened with a murderous 


fire. It was simply slaughter. The 
Kaffir drivers of the convoy ran away, 
leaving their teams, and it was impos- 
sible for our men to hit the hidden enemy. 
Our gunners fought bravely, trying to 
save the guns; but our people were 
greatly hampered by the Kaffirs, who 
ran hither and thither, looking for cover 
from the fearful fire that poured in on all 
sides. Meanwhile the enemy were hotly 
pressing Colonel 
Broadwood, whose 


mounted troops were completely sur- 
rounded. The British showed magnifi- 
cent bravery.- The officers were quite 
cool and composedly directed operations. 
The opportune arrival of reinforcements 
saved Colonel Broadwood from anni- 
hilation. 


The water supply was cut and th« 


pumping gear destroyed, as well as the 
field telegraph. One hundred wagong 
were lost through the cowardice of the 
Kaffir drivers.

"Washington, April 3—Gen. Otis cables 


the war department the summary of 
the result of the" progress of the cam- 
paign since the first of the calendar 
year. A sentence in the report differ- 
entiates .insurgents and ladrones, show- 
ing that General Otis holds a con- 
siderable number of the hostiles arc 
not soldiers, under the rules of war and 
may not expect the same treatment. 
The report which is dated, Manila, 
April 3, follows: 


"Since January 1, 125 skirmishes in 


the Philippines have been 
reported, 


mostly very slight affairs. Our casu- 
alties were three officers and 78 enlisted 
men 
killed, 13 officrs and 
151 men 


wounded. 


"The insurgents and ladrone loss in 


killed and left on the field was 1423, 
captured, mostly wounded, 1453; small 
arms secured, 3051; pieces of artillery, 
secured, 155. 


"There were large captures of other 


insurgent property. 


"A number of important insurgent 


officers surrendering and the situation 
is gradually becoming more pacific."

Porto Rican Tariff 


Question 


Washington, April 3.—Yesterday was 


a fl;ld day in the senate on Puerto Rico 
several senators speaking on both sidt- 
of the question. The senate convened :i i 
11 o'clock in order that the debate might 
bo extended. The public galleries were 
Crou'deci. 


Those \vho llst'^e-d to the debate were 


•well repaid 
The speeches were good 


and tlie running debate was unusually 
bris*t and lively. During the speech oi 
Mr. Spooler the chamber seemed to 
scintillate with sparks, as he crossed 
argumentative swords with some of the 
best debaters on the Democratic side. 
His address, If so it could be called, was 
devoted almost wholly to a discussion of 
the constitutional questions involved in 
the pending bill. 


Mr. Bate opened the discussion of tha 


day with a carefully prepared speech in 


.- opposition to t-tte bill. 
He was followed 


by Mr. CuJlom fn a vigorous speech sup- 
porting the measure. 
Then came Mr. 


Depew, a member of the committee 
which framed the bill, who made a de- 
fense of the measure. 
Mr. Spooner, who 


' spoke next, was followed by Mr. Per- 
; kins, also a member of the committee on 


Puerto Rico, who presented a strong 
argument for the bill. 
The closing 


speech was delivered by Mr. Simon, who, 
in criticising the measure, discussed the 
political effects of Ks'passage. 


Senator Depew declared that the con- 


- stitution doe§ not extend by Its 
own 


power over these new possessions; to 
this the majority agree, and also that 
congress can legislate as it deems wise, 
subject only to prohibitions of the con- 
stitution. He gave a graphic sketch of 
the history of the island, referred to its 
remarkable fertility and pictured, a 
bright futuse for its million of people. 
The pending- bill, he said, is only a tenta- 


, tlve measure, and wholly for the benefit 


of Puerto Rico. The-feHS gives free trade 
on all the necessaries of life, and airim- 
plements necessary in the industries. It 
restricts as far as can be done the power 
of trusts or combinations. It gives to 
the Puerto Ricans the fullest opportunity 
for cheap food. All the islands recently 
acquirSd, he said, are to be held and gov- 
erned as a duty as well as for their and 
our progress and growth. He does not 
apprehend that we will incorporate the 
alien races and half-civilized people of 
the islands into our body politic as states 
of the Union. 


Senator Depew touched a spot which is 


io very sensitive that the Republican 
party usually winces at any contact with 
it. No Republican orator has dared 
touch it before. Mr. Depew said that 
when the bill was introduced appro- 
priating for the benefit of Puerto Rico 
the money which had been paid in cus- 
toms duties on Puerto Rican goods im- 
ported into the United States, somebody 
had said that we were merely giving 
back the taxes collected. This he de- 
clared false, for these taxes had been 
paid by the sugar trust and the tobacco 
trust, whereas the money was given to 
the Puerto Ricans, who had not paid the 
taxes. 


Here is new Republican doctrine, for 


practically the whole fight made in 
1890 


in defense of the McKlnley tariff was 
made on the theory that the foreigner 
and not the American paid the duties. 
Mr. Depew's speech ended with 
the 


declaration that he hailed with faith and 
hope and joy the new order of things 
which will be ushered in with the 20th 
century. 


The final vote on the bill will be taken 


late this afternoon. 
It is arranged for 
i o'clock, but an effort will be made to 
extend the time for debate beyond that 
hour. 


Members of the senate committee on 


Puerto Rico yesterday made a poll of 
the senate on the Puerto Rioan bill. 
They estimate a. majority of seven for tne 
bill, believing- that it will receive 47 votes.

Washington, April 8.—Webster Davis, 


assistant secretary of the interior, has 
resigned his office because of the 
ac- 


ceptance of an invitation to deliver a 
lecture on the South African war, and he 
felt that as an official he could not ex- 
press his views with such freedom as he 
could as a private citizen. The invita- 
tion was extended by non-partisan citi- 
zens of Washington and was not inspired 
in any way by persons directly connect- 
ed with Boer interests. 


Mr. Davis' formal resignation was sent 


to the White House through his private 
secretary. 
At the White House no 


statement was obtainable concerning 


j the resignation other than the fact that 
I it had been received, and the officials 
! declined to say whether it would be ac- 


cepted. 


Mr. Davis says: "It is purely a mat- 


* ter of sympathy on my part. I went to 


South Africa unprejudiced, visited both 
armies, saw much of the British soldiers 
and people, and also much of the Boers. 
After seeing what I did, I made up my 
mind that the caus« sf the Boers was 
just; that the two smallest republics in 
the world were struggling against the 
greatest empire in the world for home, 
justice and independence. The struggle 
seemed to me very unequal. The whole 
number of Boers, including men, women 
and children, is not greater than the 
population of the city of Washington, 
and yefthese brave people have the cour- 
age to put up the greatest fight in his- 
tory against an empire of 400,000,000. I 
concluded at once that my sympathies 
were with those struggling for liberty, 
and I feel that the American people 
should sympathize with them In their 
fight for justice and independence. 


"When I entered the train at Pretoria, 


on my return home, fully 2000 men and 
women, mostly women whose husbands 
and fathers and sons were at the front, 
gathered at the station to bid me good- 
bye, 
and as the tears rolled down many 


of their faces they made the last request 
of me tfiat I do everything- within, my 
power upon my return home to let the 
American people know of their exact 
condition; to let them know how they 
had been abused and outrag-eously mis- 
represented by the English. The Eng- 
lish correspondents have no trouble in 
getting their dispatches over the cable 
lines, as they are controlled Absolutely 
by the British, while it is impossible for 
information regarding the situation from 
the Boers' standpoint to reach the Ameri- 
can people. 


"If I did not, a free born American, de- 


cide to listen to their appeals, my con- 
science would burn and the faces of 
those suffering people, as brave and as 
noble as God ever let live in any land, 
would haunt ffie as 1'on.g as I live. I am 
therefore determined to do everything-in 
my humble way UBS assist them. Their 
cause is just, and in God is their trust, 
and in the light of the past history of the 
American people, who went through the 
same struggle, I beHeve the Boere will 
win." 


Mr. Davis was asked what course he 


would have the people cf this country 
pursue in ord-er to assist the Boers. He 
replied: 


"Do anything- and everything within 


their power and let Great Britain and 
the world know th'at-the sympathies of 
the American people are not with Great 
Britain, but with the Boers and in the 
interests of humanity and civilization. 
We should let the world know 'that such 
an unholy war should stop and stop at 
once." 


Mr. Da-vls, since his return to this 


country, has had numerous invitations 
to deliver lectures, but has so far de- 
cided to accept only that extended by 
the citizens of Washington. This lec- 
ture probably will be delivered next Sun- 
day night. Mr. Davis denied that he 
brought with him a communication to 
this government from President Kruger. 
He admitted, however, that he had had 
several conferences with President Mc- 
Kinley, but declined to make public what 
had passed between them.

The first te^t i3 that'of smell. The 


Cuban tobacco has a strong and pecul- 
iar odor. A little variation one way or 
the other makes tho tobacco good or 
bad. 
After smelling it tho buyer is like- 


ly to roll a rudely constructed cigar out 
of the leaf and smoke it. Ho will inhale 
the smoke and endeavor to determine 
exactly the flavor. He will also examine 
the ash carefully and test also the com- 
bustion of the tobacco—that is, try to 
find out how long it will hold fire It is 
a great annoyance to a smoker who ib 
talking or wilting or otherwise engaged 
to put his cigar into his mouth and find 
that it has gone out. No cigar ever 
tastes so goorl after it has once gone out, 
and a fine Havana cigar is positively 
rank when it has r->pt such a catas- 
trophe. So one quality sought for is 
fist of holding fire. Tf a sample smoked 
by the buyer will keep lighted four 
minutes, it is considered very good. 
Some will burn for five minutes and 
even longer without being puffed.— 
Ohio State Journal.

Rev. Mr. Fisher has been assistant 


pastor of the Adams Congregational

SPKINKLINO 


Mayor Wilkinson will recommend 


that the city do the sprinkling of the 
streets under the provisions of the law 
giving municipalities authority to do 
this, to a degree, public service. It is 
understood that no attempt will be 
made to sprinkle the streets at the ex- 
pense of all the taxpayers, but that the 
plan will be to assess the cost of 
sprinkling 
on the 
abutters of the 


streets sprinkled. Making the abutters 
pay the cost is the only fair way for 
the city to go about this business. If 
the proposition to sprinkle the streets 
at the general expense appears it 
should be emphatically voted down. 


The opinion of city officials is that 


the city can sprinkle the streets at 
much less cost to the abutters and with 
much more advantage to the abutters 
and to the city than prevails under the 
private system of street sprinkling. No 
doubt the business portion, of the city 
will welcome the city scheme of sprink- 
ling, for by it the business houses will 
almost wholly escape the cost. 
The 


property owners will pay the bill to the 
tax collector; not the tenants, either in 
the business or residential sections of 
the city. The cost will be assessed in 
proportion, to the property frontage in 
feet, and may range anywhere from 
one cent to four cents a foot which is 
the highest figure the officials find 
charged in the state, the cost of sprink- 
ling in the city of Haverhill. 


It is pointed out that the city now 


supplies the water for street sprinkling 
and supplies it at a very low figure. 
Last year the city received just $75 for 
water from the street sprinkling man, 
and the city paid this man 
$300 for 


sprinkling in front of city property- 
cemeteries and public buildings. From 
these figures it would appear that the 
city can well afford to invest a few dol- 
lars in carts and do the sprinkling at 
cost to itself and the abutters of the 
sprinkled streets. 


It is believed that there are not more 


than two cities in the state which do 
not sprinkle their own streets, North 
Adams and Pittsfield. The board of 
trade manages the sprinkling in the 
latter city, but North Adams does not 
seem to have a board of trade that 
manages anything. 


The town of Savoy voting license 


raises again the questioon of the 
quality of the hill towns. 


Webster Davis is in as peculiar a 


position as ever a United States official 
occupied. While a member of this gov- 
ernment, assistant secretary of the in- 
terior, he went to South Africa, hob- 
nobbed with President Kruger and re- 
turned home to resign his office and 
lecture here in the cause of the Boers. 
This conduct must argue forcefully to 
all nations that neutrality is a thing 
not fully understood in the United 
States.

There is probably not an- 
other army in the world that would 
risk a comparatively small force so 
near to so vast a British army and Lord 
Roberts had good reasons to believe that 
Bloemfontein would be let alone. But 
the Boers are swooping down on it,

for the waterworks. The 


Lord Rob- 
erts has now been stung.

Star Distance* 


Probably you know that the stars 


are suns, and that they look like mere 
shining points of light because they 
are so far away. The nearest is so far 
that a cannon-shot fired in Adam's 
time from the Garden of Eden, and fly- 
ing continually with 
undiminished 


speed, would even now hardly have 
started on its journey. It would be as 
if a train bound for another town had 
just pulled well out of the station. 


On a summer evening you may see 


Arcturus high up in the south orsouth- 
west in August or September. You will 
know it by its red color. That star has 
been flying straight ahead ever since 
astronomers began to observe it, and 
•at such a speed that it would run from 
New York to Chicago in a small frac- 
tion of a minute. You would have to be 
spry to rise from your chair, put on 
your hat and overcoat and gloves and 
go out on the street while it was cross- 
ing the Atlantic ocean from New York 
to Liverpool. And yet if you should 
watch that star all your life, and live 
as long as Methuselah, you would not 
be able to see that it moved at all. The 
journey it would make in a thousand 
years would be as nothing alongside its 
distance. 


Many, perhaps most, of the stars are 


really much larger and brighter than 
the sun. Canopus, as it appears to us, 
is the second brightest star in the 
heavens. It never rises in, our northern 
latitudes; to see 'it well you would 
have to go at least aa far south as the 
Gulf states. Although it shines to us 
only as a very bright star, it is really 
thousands of times as bright as the 
sun. If our earth should fly as near to 
it as it is to the sun, the whole sky 
would seem to be ablaze and every- 
thing combustible on the earth's sur- 
face—forests, houses and fences-would 
be burned by the fervent heat as 
if 


thrown into a hot fire. But the distance 
of Canopus is immeasurably great, so 
that astronomers have not been able to 
learn anything certain about it. The 
most interesting conclusion {torn this 
is that Canopus, although it is only a 
star in the sky, is really thousands of 
times brighter than the sun. 


Cannpus is not the only star of which 


this is true. Rigel, in the constellation 
Orion, is a star of the first magnitude; 
yet its distance is beyond all that the 
most powerful instruments of astron- 
omy can fathom. There may be yet 
other stars ten thousand times as 
bright as the sun, and yet so far away 
that we do not see them as1 very bright 
stars. 


There are now about 60 stars of whose 


distance astronomers have been able 
to get some idea. The distances of a 
few of the nearest of these have meas- 
ured with some approach tc exactness 
but the farther as star is, the harder 
i't becomes to secure exactness in such 
measurements. But astronomers are 
always trying to improve their instru- 
ments and every year they are finding 
out more and more about the arrange- 
ments of the stars. 


Perhaps before the twentieth century 


shall be half gone they will know how 
far off the Milky Way 
is—something 


they have as yet no certain way of

Harmonious 
Conference 
Between 


Wiiliamsiown and North Adams 


Committees Yesterday. School 


Expenses 
Arranged, and 


Line Change Suggested 


An agreement has been reached be- 


tween representatives of this city and 
Willianistown, under 'which it is eoc- 
pected that the Blackinton annexation 
bill will be reported on favorably in the 
legislature by tomorrow. As the legis- 
lative committee is knowrn to be in 
favor of it, and no opposition is expect- 
ed in the legislature, there seems to be 
no reason why that part of Blackin- 
ton now lying in WUliamstown should 
not become a part of North Adams 
within a very few weeks. 


All that was neoessary before the le- 


gislative committee on towns would 
report favorably was to have Williams- 
town state what terms it would ac- 
cept. These were decided upon defini- 
tely at the conference of the Williams- 
town and North Adams committees 
held in city hall yesterday afternoon, 
as reported in yesterdays issue. 


They are that North Adamb pay Wil- 


liamstown 
$3000, taking in return 


Williarnstown's share of the Blackintcnn 
union school, "and that the city assume 
all the 
expenses of conducting the 


union schaol from March 1 of this year. 
These terms were reached after a thor- 
ough 
discussion^ 
and 
as 
the 


committee was given full power to act 
by the voters of the town at the recent 
town meeting, they are final. 


Besides these, there are one or two 


minor matters in regard to where the 
voters of the region to be annexed shall 
vote at the next election and the posi- 
tion of the line, that were left to Judee 
Phelps to arrange if possible according 
to the opinion of both sides at the 
conference. The main points to be de- 
cided, however, weire in regard to the 
money to be paid by this city to the 
towrk 


It is interesting1 to note that at the 


elose of the conference Dr. Bascom as 
chairman of the Williamstown com- 
mittee said he believed thai he snake 
for the town when he said that North 
Adarns had conducted itself through- 
out the agitation in a perfectly digni- 
fied and impartial manner, and that 
he be'ieved that rarely nad a matter 
of so great importance been decided 
with so little friction. The conference 
v.-as perfectly harmonious, 
and 
the 


agreement was easily reached, the 
Williamstown committee being- fully 
convinced at the start, as a result of 
Saturday 
afternoon's 
conference 
in 


Blackinton, that annexation was as- 
sured. 
* 


There were present nearly the fulli 


committee from, this city, and all three 
members from WUliamstown, Dr. Bas- 
pom, George B. Waterman and Charles 
S. Cole. For North Adams, Mayor Wil- 
kinson took the lead in the discussion. 


Dr. Bascom began by asking1 Mayor 


Wilkinson ir the figure of $3000 that 
North Adams was willing to pay to the 
town, as stated before the legislative 
eommitteeTwas the figure that he meant 
to hold to. The mayor said that, bas- 
ing estimates on the town reuorts for 
1893, the amount that would be in the 
same proportion to the town debt as 
the valuation of the affected district is 
to the total valuation, was a little less 
than $3000, but that to state it in round 
numbers, that figure was set He 
thought that North Adams would agree 
to this. 


The discussion of the school property 


was then begun. This was talked over 
very thoroughly. It was shown that 
Williamstown's share in the school was 
worth about $3000, while the proportion 
that Blackinton should bring of the 
school buildings of the town based on 
the proportion of its valuation to that 
of the entire town, was about $4500, 
making a balance of about $1500 in 
Blaokinton's favor. On this there waa 
no disposition, on the part of the city 
to haggle, and. the Williamstown com- 
mittee saw the reasonablnesa of the 
claim that on this basis the city could 
not afford to give more than the $3000. 
It was therefore agreed that the city 
should pay hat amount and take in 
return the union school. 


There was some question, in regard to 


the raising of taxes for the conduct 
of the school from the first of March, 
and the suggestion was made that the 
bill be so worded that the annexation 
would not take place till next year. 
Mayor Wilkinson, speaking for Black- 
inton, said he did not think this would 
be satisfactory, as the residents who 
had petitioned for annexation were an- 
xious to have it take place as soon as 
possible. He thought that if the school 
expenses were all that stood in the 
way, the city would agree to assume 
those from the beginning- of the ores- 
ent financial year in the town, March 
1. It was therefore agreed that North 
Adams should assume the exoenses' 
from that date. These will amount to 
about $50 a week, or about $300 if the 
bill should go into effect the middle of 
this month. 


The proposed line *as perfectly sat- 


isfactory to both sides, but as it would 
run through a corner of Mr. Cud- 
worth'g house, it was gaid that he was 
anxious that it be moved west about 
10 feet, so as to clear his building 
and bring it all within the city limits. 
This change was agreed to by both 
sides provided it was found that Mr. 
Cudworth desired it as had been re- 
ported. 


The Williamstown committee report- 


ed some objection to the clause in the 
proposed bill that provides that voters 
in the district to be annexed should at 
the next fall election vote for state 
and county officers in Williamstown. 
This'would give the Blackinton voters 
a vote in the Willfamstown-Dalton 
representative district, and. this was 
what caused the objection. It -was de- 
cided that if it were found to be pos 
sible, the bill should be so changed 
that tfiese voters should vote in this 
city at the next election. 


At the close of the hearing1 the matter 


was put In he hands of Judge Phelns 
as counsel for Blackinon, and he will 
have charge of seeing that tbe changes 
suggested are looked into, a new: draft 
of th« bill prepared, and that the legis- 
lative committee is informed of the 
affreemem. 


Local F. M. T. A. Members Not En- 


thusiastic Over New Law 


Since the passing of the bill allowing 


cadet companies to carry fire arms, 
there has been some talk of forming a 
company in connection with the local 
F. M. T. A. society. The matter has 
not been brought before the society for 
•action, however, and it is believed to be 
doubtful if any company is 
formed 


here. Some of the members do not 
think the law Is clear enough, and fear 
that after uniforms and arms were se- 
cured, future action by the legislature 
might make them useless. As the law 
allows the carrying of firearms only by 
those under 18, and members under 15 
could not be taken in here, the com- 
panies would have to be reorganized 
frequently, and many think it would 
not pay to attempt to form the com- 
pany.

Thieves Are Detected by til* 
Vse of t'neanny CUarms. 
' 


The most curious and complicated 


charms are tlic^a used in the recovery 
of stolen property and the detection of 
thieves. Strange to say, the Egyptian 
practice of seeing figures shifting over 
the ink poured into a boy's hand is, 
with certain minor differences, known 
in Sindh. The Vinyane Ware, or finder 
of lost goods, rubs some dark substance 
over the thumbnails of a youth not ar- 
rived at the age of puberty, or directs 
him to look at a black spot painted on 
the bottom of a bright brass pot. 


The soothsayer during this period re- 


cites the azimah (charm) three differ- 
ent times, after which the seeing com- 
mences. The boy first sees a bhaugi, or 
sweeper, appear in the ink and clean 
the floor, after which farash (tent pitch- 
ers) approach and prepare a pavilion. 
They are followed by a train of serv- 
ants, who spread carpets and erect a 
kind of throne for the king of the Jinn, 
who presently appears- in state, accom- 
panied by his suit. 


Before him the loser of the article ap- 


pears, to advance as a complainant, and 
tho monarch sends his chobdais (mace 
bearer) for the thief. The latter being 
violently dragged into the presence, is 
bastinadoed till he shows the spot 
where the goods are concealed, and is 
then dismissed. When the charm is 
concluded, tho boy accurately describes 
the person of the guilty man and the 
place whero he deposited his plunder. 


The natives of Sindh aver that this 


incantation is not a diabolical one, as it 
is only to be mastered by the 40 days' 
fast and the other ceremonies usually 
gone through during the study of the 
tas khir (or acquisition of .power over 
angels and demons). Consequently few 
practice it, aad the knowledge is con- 
fined to certain families. I never saw 
the operation, but have heard of it suffi- 
ciently often to be assured that my in- 
formants were not deceiving me. Mora- 
over, traces of it are to be found in 
southern Persia and other parts of the 
eastern world. It probably originated 
in India, thai poisonous source of three 
parts of the superstitions which have 
inundated Europe and Asia and traveled 
•westward to Egypt and the Maghrib. 
As a support to my conjecture, it may 
be mentioned that in Sindh it is prac- 
ticed by some Hindoos as well as Mos- 
lems.—Sir Richard Burton in Humani- 
tarian.

SOME ONE IS HURT.

Torture Sena Them Into a Frenzy 
of Merriment—Fearful 1'unUhmeiitii 
Thwt Evoke Yell* of Glee. 


The laugh, whioh Is now so closely 


associated withtgood humor and kindly 
reeling, originally implied nothing of 
the sort. It expressed almost the reversa 
It watfthe crow of triumph over a fallen 
foe. 


Such is its nature still among savages 


rod barbarous peoples, and its unexpect- 
ed manifestations are occasionally very 
startling. Dancing on the body of a 
prostrate enemy is to them hilarious 
busineaa The writhing o! a victim un- 
der torture is the funnieet thing imagi- 
nable. 
A new device for torment is a 


olever jest The inflicting of a ghastly 
wound as some poor wretch runs the 
gantlet makes them yell with glee. The 
things that shook or horrify or disgust 
the civilised man are about the only 
things worth laughing at from a sav- 
jge's point/of view. 


With the exception, therefore, of 


tough praQtieal jokes, which may possi- 
bly wrinkle his stolid features with a 
momentary grin, the barbarian has no 
appreciation of oivijized humor. 
He 


can't see where the fun comes in if no- 
body is hurt. 


This was curiously illustratednot long 


ago when a considerable number of 
Chinamen went to & New York theater 
to see a burlesque performanca 
When 


the American part of the audience 
laughed, the delegation from Chinatown 
sat with faces absolutely blank, bnt the 
moment any hint of brutality, tragedy 
or tears appeared on the s age their 
heavy features lighted and were wreath- 
ed in smiles. It was a strange thing to 
witness, bnt it was all in perfect keep- 
ing with the cruel instincts of their 
race. 


Even the knowledge that he is him- 


self to be the next victim does not spoil 
the fun of a oruel spectacle for a bar- 
barian thoroughbred. Here is an in- 
stance: 


A number of Siamese who had been 


engaged in a bloody revolt were cap- 
tured rfidBanded and sentenced to mili- 
tary execution. A platoon of soldiers 
was drawn up with loaded muskets, be- 
fore whom the doomed men were led 
out in sguads of five or six to be shot, 
while ttios,e who were waiting their 
turn stood by, under guard, looking on. 


W.hen the first volley was fired, the 


viptims, tojm by the storm of bullets, 
leaped into the air with violent contor- 
tions and fell dead. And this to the 
poor w.fe*onea who were about to go 
through {he game experience seemed so 
fine a show and so excruciatingly funny 
that they were fairly convulsed with 
laughter. 
, 


Such is the humor of savages, and 


such doubtless were the beginnings of 
mirth the world over. Strange as it 
may seem, there are many hints of this 
barbarous origin in the fun of the most 
highly civilized. We no longer laugh 
at really tragic occurrences, it is true, 
for other and more humane emotions 
are too strongly excited. 


But if we chance to see a ridiculous 


mishap whioh does not quite rise to the 
dignity of tragedy—an accident by 
whioh some one is greatly inconvenienc- 
ed and annoyed without being seriously 
injured—the remnant of the savage 
breaks loose in us, and we laugh till the 
tears come. 


Why else are we amused when we 


see a well dressed man thrown sprawl- 
ing in the mud or deluged with dirty 
water from an upper window or driven 
up a tree by a cross dog or an ugly bull? 
Why else do we so keenly enjoy the 
agony of a man who has accidentally 
pounded his finger nail, instead of the 
tack he was driving into the carpet, or 
laugh at the unfortunate who blindly 
steps on a stray barrel hoop whioh flips 
up and slaps him in the face? Instances 
might be multiplied without limit 


It is noticeable that children often 


laugh at things whioh do not amuse 
adults, but, on the contrary, shock and 
pain them. That is because the child's 
finer sensibilities are as yet imperfectly 
developed. He is still near the savage 
state, There is a very prevalent senti- 
ment to the contrary, but this is the 
fact 


In proportion as men become truly 


civilised, however, their sense of humor 
becomes refined, and they revolt at any 
suggestion of brutality. Yet it is worthy 
of remark that the gentlest among us 
are frequently amused at a picture or a 
story representing things the actual oc- 
currence of whioh would shook us great- 
ly.—Boston Post
